Two law enforcement officials 
who were not authorized to discuss 
the investigation and spoke on con- 
dition of anonymity identified the 
attacker as 29-year-old Sayfullo 
Saipov. He has a Florida driver’s 
license and once lived in Tampa. He 
lived in Paterson, N.J., before the 
attack. 

A U.S. official said Saipov is from 
Uzbekistan and came to the US. in 
2010.

Prosecutors will seek the death penalty 
against a woman accused of murdering a man 
in an Osceola County hotel room — the first 
capital case filed under State Attorney Aramis 
Ayala, who for months refused to pursue the 
death penalty. 

Emerita Mapp, 33, is charged with first- 
degree murder in the death of Zackery Ga- 
noe, 20. 

Ganoe was found dead the morning of 
April in Room 117 of the Days Inn on Polyne- 
sian Boulevard, court records show. Another 
man was found outside the room with serious 
injuries. 

“This was a violent and horrific crime. Two 
young men were attacked viciously, one los- 
ing his life” Osceola County Sheriff’s Office 
spokesman Jacob Ruiz said at the time. 

Anotice to seek the death penalty was filed 
with the Osceola County Clerk of Court on 
Tuesday. Ayala announced in March that she 
would not seek the death penalty in any case, 
but after a court decision in August, she said 
the death penalty was again an option.

For the Czech opera “Brundibar,’ there 
was no red-carpet premiere — its 1942 de- 
but took place in an orphanage in Prague. 
The subsequent run happened in even 
more dire circumstances about 40 miles 
away, as the children of Theresienstadt 
concentration camp staged 55 perform- 
ances — the only time they could remove 
the yellow stars that branded them Jews. 

In a community partnership on Sunday, 
the Holocaust Memorial Resource & Edu- 
cation Center of Florida will bring 
“Brundibar” to Orlando — a project 16 
years in the making. The opera will be 
paired with selections from “Vedem,” an- 
other musical work with a tear-stained his- 
tory. The words of “Vedem?” which means 
“in the lead” in English, come from a secret 
magazine written by teenage boys at 
Theresienstadt, hidden from the Nazis 
during World War II, buried for safekeep- 
ing and discovered after the liberation. 

“This is some of the most poignant work
